1 . ON NO ACCOUNT MUST THE ADMINISTRATION BE INTIMIDATED 
BY ERIDAY'S CHURLISH, HEAVY-HANDED THREAT OE AMERICAN 
ECONOMIC SANCTIONS IE HONG KONG EAILS TO GIVE IN TO A 
DEMAND EOR FREE ACTION IN THE COLONY BY U S. ANTI- 
NARCOTICS AGENTS. 

2. CONGRESSMAN LESTER WLOFF'S "WE'RE GOING TO GET 
TOUGH" PRONOUNCEMENT ON MIS "EACT-FINDING" TEAM'S 
ARRIVAL AT KAITAK AIRPORT TYPIFIES AN AMERICAN ATTITUDE 
THAT WAS ONCE ALL TO EAMILIAR, PARTICULARLY IN THE 
STRUGGLING, UNDER-DEVELOPED NATIONS OF ASIA. 

3. THE INCREDIBLE THING IS THAT WASHINGTON SHOULD HAVE 
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KNOWINGLY PERMITTED MR. WOLFF TO REVERT TO THE BULLYING
